N THE year 1928 about the middle of September there set sail in the good 
ship Education, a proud crew bearing aloft the colors Maroon and Tan. 
This day was a memorable one for this crew. Friends gazed upon these 
sailors with wonder as the boys and girls of B. H. S. steamed out of the 
harbor with hopeful hearts, of reaching the promised land. 

The officers of the ship consisted of Miss Cora Click, commodore; Otis 
Snyder, captain; Lula Mae Richcreek, first mate; Lois Wandless, second 
mate. 

r ship was steered by “‘The Elevator to Success is Not Runnnig; Take the 

The lilac was carried by every passenger for courage on the voyage. 

Life was by four Ises. The first one we came to was Freshman Isle, where we 
met with strange kinds of peopie cal ed Sophomores, Juniors, and Seniors who were 
trave ling in the same direction. Some of our crew perished here, and others became 
so enchanted with the Isle that we had to leave them. 

Early in September of 1929 our good ship touched at Sophomore Isle. To explore 
this Isle well, required a longer and harder voyage than we expected. We still had 
our commodore and captain but Denny Wicher was elected first mate and Kathleen 
Cupp, second mate. Our good sh:p endured the storms and the rough seas without a 
groan. 

The class was very we 1 represented in the literary and athletic events. Several 
of the crew served on the baseball and basketball teams. We also had representatives 
in reading, public speaking, and debating. 

Half our journey was ended and we were looking forward with greater hopes 
than ever before. About the middle of September, 1930, we ‘put out to sea again. 
We were on a very dangerous and daring voyage. It became necessary ‘to elect 
officers so Miss Cora C ick was re-elected commodore, Rolen Cline captain, Garnett 
Stover first mate, and Anna Early, second mate. Junior Isle was reached in safety 
and here a great ball was given ‘n honor of a brave crew, whom we met, called Seniors. 

Disease and storms were encountered here, which weakened a few of the crew. 
But after vacation al; were ready to start on our final voyage. September 14, 1931, 
the good old ship stood at anchor ready for her brave crew to board her. 

Now the last and most important isle was in view——Senior Isle. Again we find 
unsuspected pleasure in store—a new captain, Robert Strickler, first mate Denny 
Wi cher and second mate, Audrey Hollen. Our class desire was to retain our former 
commodore, Miss Cora C. Click; our motto “The Elevator to Success Is Not Running, 
Take the Stairs’; our flower, the liac, and our colors, maroon and tan. 

Mr. Suter and his able faculty, who were always on the alert furnishing us with 
new ideas carried us safely to and through ‘the Senior Isle. Our stay here was one 
of combined study and pleasure. 

The first event of interest was a series of class basketball games in which the 
senior girls and boys won the championship. Many of our members were interested 
in the various contests for the year. In a poetry contest for Class B schools of 
Virg'nia, Robert Strick’er won first place. 

It was a glad day on board our ship when Mr. Suter announced that we could 
publish an account of our journey—The Aurora, 1932. We immediately selected Mas- 
sey Heltzel editor-in-chief, Denny Wilcher associate editor, Robert Strickler business 
manager and Lois Wandless associate business manager. These with Miss Cora 
Click as faculty advisor and every member of the crew, having been put to a definite 
tusk, made up the staff for our publication. 

The Tide of Averages has continued to ebb and flow, and tthe Billows of 
Examinations have tried to overwhelm us; but none have succeeded. The good old 
sh’p carried us through all of them. We have had many experiences, the enjoyable 
and the unpleasant. We have sympathized with the seasick and rejoiced in the 
success of the members of our crew. But not in vain will the class of ’32 go on 
seeking greater adventures and making wonderful discoveries, for while the voyage of 
High School life is at its close, the most important, the ‘voyage of life, has just 
begun and we believe that in the future, as in the past, we will show ourselves ready 
for any task put to us, due to the instructions of those who have so ably guided us 
during this voyage.

The sun ca'led me on and in a hotel in Virginia I saw Anna Early supervis ng 
the kitchen. In New York I landed between two large buildings. I heard a great 
musical program.

Norlyn Mil-er sang the clear 
soprano solo which I had heard. 

In Indiana I heard a great sermon by Reverend Denny Wilcher. It was very 
deep in thought, and had a convicting power to a'l who heard it. 

In Cal:fornia Clyde Mil'er was 
patiently training his pupils in College Math. Harry Dovel was doing a fine job teach- 
ing history in the city of Mt. Crawford, Virginia. At Harrisonburg Lois Wandless 
was giving calisthenics to a group of pupils. Just at that time ‘“‘Skeez’f,’? or rather 
Margaret Propst, a saleslady of books, stepped out of the building. In her hand she 
carried some magazines with some lovely pictures drawn by Lula Mae Richcreek. 

A little later I found myself falling as snow a litt.e farther north. I parked 
on a window sill of a modernly equipped house. The mistress was Mary Virginia 
Homan. She had at last found her only man, and was happily settled down to 
housekeeping. From without I noticed a copy of the Ladies Home Journal with 
blizabeth Roller as editor. As it lay there a breeze turned some pages. I saw a 
number of noted recipes by Vida Craun. I knew she always wanted to make use 
of home economics. The radio was also on, and I heard an excellent sermon of fine 
ovatorical ability by Rev. Massey Heltzel. 

In Pleasant Valley I was used in an auto battery. That place was called the 
Baker Garage owned by Ivan Baker. 

After falling from one part of the globe to another I chanced to fall in a coun- 
try yard near Ottobine, Va. A ta'l lady came from the kitchen to get water from 
the cistern. A mal carrier passed by whom I recognized to be Wa'ter Steele. 

The next place I found some of your classmates, was at Richmond, Va. Here 
a great agriculture meeting was being held. Ervine Michael, President of V. P. L, 
acted as chairman of the meeting. In the audience I saw Willard Miller, a poultry 
raiser; Weldon Flory, a livestock dealer; Rolen Cline, a dairyman; Raymond Baker. 
a farmer; and Earl Swecker, an agricultural teacher. 

in Bridgewater I found a well established beauty parlor, supervised by Audrey 
ee and Frances Baker. I also saw a book “How to be Pretty’? written by Lela 
Andrew. 

I floated across the sky for many, many a day and finally went down into a 
dense ooking continent. Here Robert Strickler and his good wife were miss‘onaries. 
Mary Click and Olive Foster were the best nurses in Africa at that time. 

The sun was scorching hot and I had to leave. As I was evaporating I saw 


she Thomas, an airplane pilot, delivering mail. He carries it from one country to 
another. 
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Not many months later I fell at the Nation’s Capitol. As I lay there who do 
you suppose I saw? Hazel Laymon and Hazel Wenger on the way to their offices. 
They both have civi! service jobs. Iva Hess was dietitian of the largest hospital 
there. Kathleen Cupp was near her coaching basketball in a school. 

In West V_rginia, Paul Mitchell was what I would call the second Thomas 
Iidison, experimenting away in his laboratory. Yes I had heard of Paul. 

After many days, I found Henry Karicofe clerking in his store at Sangerville. 

Oh, yes I was about to forget, in Bethlehem, Pennsyivania, Garnett Stover 
was manager of a steel corporation there. His secretary, a black haired girl, was 
Waltine Snow. 

By this time, my little friend’s voice had become so weak that I could hardly hear 
‘'t. Neither could I see him any more. He had evaporated. How glad I was that I 
knew where each of my classmates was and what they were doing!

Many lively events were exper-enced, and as Chapter II ended, each looked forward 
te the next year. 

Once again in September of 19381 the same persons enrolled along with some new 
ones to experience life in Chapter III. Again the principal characters were changed; 
this time to Raymond Dispanet, Harry Shank, and Elizabeth Miller. 

Being in the third Chapter the characters were, of course, more experienced. 
They became still further accomplished, and entered with enthusiasm into a'l school 
activ'ties. Here again another enjoyable social was given. Needless to say many ob- 
stacles were encountered but each person worked hard to make the year a success. 
So ends Chapter III. 

It is the sincere hope of all the characters that they may all meet again in Sep- 
tember 19382, and enact the last and most important Chapter of the ‘Book of 
Education.”
